THE WAR GROWS. 


England has now gone to war with’ 


Germany and it is probable Japan 


will follow suit. 
It is difficult, indeed, to see where 


Germany can hope to be victorious 
with the great odds against her. 

So far as German courage, German 
skill and German brains in warfare 
are concerned, no one can question 
the quality of them. The Germans 
are fighters. They are skillful in the 
uge of arms, in hahdling great bodies 
of trained troops, and in handling 
their superb navy, and their strategy 
has been the schoo! of the world in 
military tactics.’ 

Yet on the other hand the British, 
the French and the Belgians are 
equally as skilled in warfare, to say 
nothing of the Russians, who are 

, fighters, even if they are not so sa 
truistic in their methods. 

By very. force of numbers, it would 
seem, Germany must be overcome, 
and if the German empire remains 

- whole after this bloody war they will 
have established a fecord for valor 
second to no nation in the world. 

‘But the pity of it all is that. in- 
stead..of being any farther advanced 
when : -all:the cities have been razed, 
after all the country has been devas- 


tated, after all the ‘lives have been’ 


-, sacrificed, after all the homes have 
been darkened, after all the wives 
‘have been ‘widowed and the children 
made fatherless, ‘the pity. of it all is, 
We say, that these nations, instead of 
being any farther advanced in civili- 
zation, statecraft, national honor, 
finances, commerce or trade, they 
will have been retarded. 

Shame does it seem that thousands 


of lives must. be lost in the clash of 


arms. Shame does it seem that cities 
which it has taken years to build, 
‘must in a few weeks be left in ruins. 
Shame does it seem: that peoples who 
have for years ,besa struggling to 
get enough ahead for a competency 
in’ their old age shall be plunged into 

this war, shall have their hopes blast- 
ed, -shall- have their prospects ruined, 
their property laid waste, through, no 
fault of their own. 

Homes must be shadowed, men! 
must be crippled; béings must be 
mangied by shot and shell in order 
ahat the pride of ruters mer be up- 
held. 

And the war comes close home to 
us in this country. ; f 

Not only is our European trade in- 
terraupted, but from Richmond alone 
fully two thousand men will be taken 
to give their toll of life to the shriek- 
ing bullet on the bartie fields of their 
native countries, men who have had 
no more to do with the bringing on 

of the war, men who are no more re- 
sponsible tor the trouble in Burope 
Athan unborn babes. 

Women in Richmond, families in 
this city will feel the shock of a dear 
one slain, and yet they are as inno- 
cent of any participation in the causes 
of the European conflict as the gen- 
erations to come. 

It is 
the innocent who always suffer most 
in the clash of arms.

One consolation the world may get 
from the present war is that it un- 


doubtedly will result in a world peace 


cong-zess which will deal by arbitra- 


tion with the issues which hereto- 
fore have meant war. 

The Hague Conference was sup- 
posed to do this in a primary way, 
but unfortunately the Hague Confer- 
ence has not proved to be worth a 
tenth of the money which has been 
spent on it. It has made good news- 
paper copy from time to time and it 
has been. the “means of many a man 
getting his fame into the press when 
othe would not have done so, 
but sd. far as the- Hague Conference 
having“ dcéomy shed anything to- 
ward preventing war, it has utterly 
failed of its purpose. 

Perhaps the-world needed the les- 
son it will learn from this terrible 
conflict now raging, but it is a bloody 
and awful price to pay for the edu- 
cation. 

The consolations will be tear- 
drenched and crimsoned in the aw- 
fulness of the war. 

The best this country can do now 
ig to stand aside and remain neutral. 
‘The fight is not ours. We have ha 
ho part in: its making, and all this 
country should do is to protect its 
neutrality. Any one of the nations 
now at war can force us into the con- 
flict by violating our neutrality.-. Bel- 


gium was an innocent party to the| 


war. She was forced into the con- 
flict because Germany would not 
stand by the neutrality pact she had 
entered into with other nations. And 
now Belgium must suffer because. of 
no fault of her own. ‘ 

One thing is sure, if this country 
4s forced into the, war, if the action 
of ANY OF THE NATIONS NOW AT 
WAR FORCE US TOgRAKE PART 
IN THE CONFLICT WE ARE TRY- 
ING 80 HARD TO KEEP OUT OF, 
THEN THE UNITEB STATES 
SHOULD NEVER CEASE WARRING 
UNTIL THE OFFENDING NATION 
OR NATIONS, WHICH WILL NOT 
ALLOW ANOTHER NATION TO 
REMAIN NEUTRAL WHEN IT DE- 
SIRES TO DO 80, ARE ABSO- 
LUTELY WIPED OUT AND 
CLEANED FROM THE MAP. 

The position of the United States 
If the 
Germars and their allies, or the na- 
tions figbting Germany, insist on 
forcing us into war by violating our 
neutrahty, we should use every hon- 
orable effort to keep out of the fight. 

But every neutral nation is in 
this position: 

If one of the warring countries vio- 
lates the neutrality of this or other 
neutral nations and we do not. resent 
it, then the enemy og the violator can 
and probably would declare a state 
of war with this country. Ie we did 
resent the violation of our neutrality, 
then the offending nation probably 
would declare a state of war with us.

This paper does not presume _ to 
criticise Germany. ' We are too far 
from the scene Of «action and the 
thousands of secrets and intrigues of 
European politics are tod complicated 
for an American to say who is to 
blame in the present war. But one 
thing is certain, the nation or na- 
tions who really are to blame for the 
present senseless conflict deserve to 
be -forever «wiped from the map, so 
they can do‘tio more such damage as 
they have done by precipitating this 
conflict.
